WILL READILY ABSORB ODORS 
Eggs Can Be Influenced to a Remark- 
able Degree by Nature of 
Thelr Surroundings. 


No. other article of food is more 
susceptible to the influence of its 
surroundings than eggs. 

New-laid eggs do not always have 
the same flavor. The food and en- 
vironment of the fowl are reflécted 
in the taste of the eggs. Hens fed 
upon onions for a few days will yield 
the onion taste in their eggs within 
a week: Eggs that are laid in foul- 
smelling stables will have the odor 
of the nest. Eggs that are Jald in the 
country store in the same room with 
groceries will be injured {n flavor in 
a-short time. Eggs that the.kept too 
near the kitchen stove or im damp 
cellars are injured. Eggs that have 
been rained upon or have been wet 
from any source it will become musty 
in a few hours. 

Eges even taste of the box board 


in which they are crated for ship- 


ment. Some epicures find the eggs 
with a tinted shell to be of finer 
flavor than the eggs with a white 
shell. A whole roomful of eggs pack- 
ed and in storage have been known 
to take the flavor of lemons stored in 
the same building but separated from 
the eggs by a brick wall. 

The taste of an egg is also influ- 
enced by the seasons. Spring eggs, 
when the fowls are at their best, 
have a better character and finer 
flavor than’ the eggs of the hot sum- 
mer weather, when the food of the 
fowls is more varied and the summer 
heat has lessened their vitality. 

Eggs that are stored at the right 
temperature in a well-ventilated room 
will give off a large part of the odors 
they have absorbed. 

Eggs more than a week old are not 
strictly fresh, but if they are pro- 
duced right and go quickly into the 
eight kind of storage they will retain 
their original character, with the 
exception of a taste of the straw 
board surrounding them, for, several 
months, and will be as sweet and 
wholesome for most domestic uses for 
ten months. That is as long as- is 
necessary, for by that time the crop 
of new-laid eggs will be at hand. 


Unique Signs in France.

Rockies, hundreds of miles west of 
Edmonton, lies a lake whose waters 
are ‘always :troubled, into which a 


large river flows but out . of. which }- 


there is no-visiblo exit. ~The leader 
of a forest survey party sent out by 
the Dominion Forestry’ Branch to 
examine ‘the forests in this wild 
region states that the Indians. shun 
this lake as the abode of evil spir- 


its, and, to give credence to their. 


superstition, from-time to time deep 
rumblings may be heard where far 
below the surface the water swirls 
through the hidden outlet. The river 
that enters: the lake rushes from a 
subterranean cave many miles. down 
the valley, the portal of which no 
man has ever yet passed. 

This summer the Dominion Fores- 
try Branch sent eight survey-parties 
into the forests of the far West, and 
the story of their &xperiences reads 
like fiction. One party spent fhe 
summer in the wild region of nor- 
thern Manitoba; three parties were 
in the hill ecuntry of Saskatchewan 
north of .Prince Albert; one party 
was in the Rockies all summer ; 
another was cut off from civilization 
for several months in the low-lying 
muskeg region of northern Alberta 
near Lesser Slave Imke, and two 
parties explored the remote upland 
plateaus of the Railway Belt in B.C. 
As one of the party chiefs writes, 


“A forester needs to be here, besid- 


es all other professional titles, ‘a real 
bushman, an axe-man and-a jumper.”’ 

The total area examined last sum- 
mer was 11,000,000 acres, yet-this is 
buf one branch of the Dominicn For- 
estry Branch’s work of segregating 
and securing, for the proper use of 
the present generation and posterity, 
the. vast areas of mature timber, 
young reproduction - and = fire-scarred 
brule lying between the prairies and 
the barren lands in ive great North- 
West.

IN NORTH AMERICA 


Scientist States They Crossed Paclfio 
to Peru—Falr Halred and 
Bearded 


In the London Times Mr. Derek 

4: Manson puts forward the theory, which 
‘ts now generally accepted, that many 
centuries ugo there was a race of 
jwhito mon in America, and that a 
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| white race’ inhablted- Amerloa in pre-' 


historic times is proved by a number 
of facts which fit in- with this theory. 
There is, for instance, the prophecy 
of the return of the white god, Quet- 
zalcoatl, which inspired the Mexicans 
with the belief that it was being ful- 
filled by the arrival of the Spaniards, 
and which made the conquest of the 
country much easier for the invaders. 
Again, among certain tribes of Indians 
in America are to be found a number 
possessed of fair hair and complexions. 
These fair types of Indians are to b¢ 
found only on or near the Pacific 
coast, and the number of Indians thus 
distinguished from their fellows is too 
widespread to admit of the suggestion 
that this intermingling of blood is of 
recent origin. In the same districte 
there have been discovered the re 
mains of a forgotten civilization ir 
the form of ancient buildings of ma- 
jestic proportions and carvings repre 
senting types of a distinctly Arya: 
origin, quite different from the native 
races of Indians. 

Mr. Mason’s theory is that thou. 
sands of years ago a foreign racc 
migrated across the Pacific Ocean to 
America, where they founded civill- 
zations that had crumbled into dust 
ages before Columbus reached ite 
shores.

Edwin Brant Conklin, head of the 
department of biology in Princeton 
University, in a lecture, declared 
that the time has come when society 
must take account of the immense 
importance of heredity in the develop- 
ment of an. “Hitherto all the atten- 
tion of society has been fixed on edu- 
cation and environment,” he said. 
“Hereafter, more attention must be 
given to improvements of heredity or 
eugenics.” : 

At the present rate of reproduction, 
Prof. Conklin said, the more highly 
educated classes would be unknown 
within a period of fifty years. 
Eugenics is right, he continued, in in- 
sisting that tse higher classes pay 
more attention to repreduction. The 
lower classes are increasing in num- 
ber and the outcome of it will be that 
the higher classes will be swallowed 
up by tho lower, he said. 

Prof. Conklin decried the femininist 
movement of to-day, because it shows 
unmistakable signs of women escap- 
ing the duty of motherhood, a sign 
which means dogeneration of the race 
in time, he said.

Though the amount of 
money involved is not nearly so 
large, this case is in many ways 
worse than the other, for dozens of 
people, men and women, bankers, 
lawyers, dentists, doctors, under- 
takers, barbers, merchants and news- 
Paper men were involved, amd were 
demoralized and degraded by being 
made the tools of dishonest Govern- 
ment employees and politicians. The 
fact that some of the loot went into 
the Liberal campaign fund is also 
established by the report of the in- 
vestigation presented to Parliament 
by J. H. Ferguson, M.P.P. for Gren- 
ville, Ont., and altcgether there is 
disclosed about as bad a case of 
graft and fraud as can be imagined. 
The method of the grafters was to 
purchase goods or to have’ werk 
done which had no relation to the 
operation cf the canal, and then in- 
stead of paying for it out of their 
own pockets, to put someone on the 
canal payroll and pay them wages 
out of the public funds until their 
bill was settled. The chief officials 
concerned are J. H. McClellan, canal 
superintendent ; A. J. Grant, super- 
intending engineer, and Gecrge A. 
Mothersill, auditing engineer at Otta- 
wa. McClellan, however, seems to 
have been the chief culprit, and of 
him Mr. Ferguson says :— 

“He has not only practiced decep- 
tion and dishonesty himself, but has 
condoned it and winked at it in 
others.” 

Mr. McClellan, however, did not 
keep everything to himself. He was 
always ready to lend the government 
boat, the ‘‘Bessie Butler,’’ to his 
friends, and the refreshments which 
his guests consumed were paid for 
by putting the liquor dealers, the 
grocers, and the cooks on the pay- 
roll as laborers. The telephone ccm- 
pany’s agent was put on as a labor- 
er to pay for the telephone in Mr. 
McClellan’s house, and jewelers, fur- 
niture dealers, druggists and  con- 
fectioners who supplied goods to his 
household were paid in the same 
way. Transportation for McClel- 
lan’s friends when they went on 
their holidays was paid for by put- 
ting the name of the G.T.R. agents 
on the payroll as carpenters.

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Red Deer Looms Up 


The announcement of the C. P.R. 
that they wilt not send their boats 
through the Panama canal and will 
not abandon their eastern route for 
the southern waterway has _ caused 
the C.N.R. to consider the building 
of a short grain line from Calgary 
to the Yellowhead Pass, meeting the 
main line near the western side of 
the mountains. The line would 
really be an extension of the Warden, 
Red Deer and Brazeau mines branch, 
but would connect with the new 
Calgary-Edmonton line and furnish 
almost a direct route from this city 
to the coast. ‘ 


A SUBSTANTIAL CUT-OFF. 
The building of this extension to 


the main line at the pass will cut

iIst—To engage a teacher and open 
a new class for these pupils in the 
Assembly Hall.

This method has the merit of not 
disturbing any cf the other classes 
and providing sore assistance — in 
the reoms that most need it. 

89nd—-To divide Grade VI between 
Miss Cole and Miss Davidson, the 
successor to Miss Patterson. This 
arrangement will put about 45° on 
each of these teachers and two grad- 
es, which will make the work rather 
heavy. Besides Grade VI. has al- 
ready experienced a change of teach- 
ers and the suggested arrangement 
will mean another. Miss I'reeman, 
the teacher in Grade VI., would be 
riven charge of the new pupils in 
one of the school rooms. 

The only merit in this arrange- 
ment is that there will be no need 
cf an extra teacher. 

3rd—To permit only those pupils 
that are 6 years of age to attend 
and place them in the primary room.
